Since that time 
King Ludwig has become still more shy of 
society, and he now arranges for separate 
representations of plays and operas, at which 
he constitutes the whole and sqle audience. 
On such evenings even bis manager, Baron 
von Perfall, dares not show nimself in the 
house, but 1s compelled to watch the perform- 
ance from behind the scenes. Of the actors 
and actresses in these secret performances the 
King is severely critical. His favorite play, 
Schiller’s *‘Jungfrau von Orleans,’’ is now 
never acted, because His Majesty cannot find 
any actress who renders the part of Joan of 
Are to bis satisfaction, although the decora- 
tions for the separate presentations of this 
drama have been produced at enormous ex- 
pense of time, talent and gost. The King 
himself journeyed to Rheims in order to se- 
cure that the scenery for the coronation in the 
Cathedral of Rheims should be aeceurate and 
faultless, andthe view of the interior of the 
cathedral is said to be a masterpiece of deco- 
rative painting. The coronation procession 
also has been arranged with a rare magnifi- 
cence, wealth and ‘fidelity to costume in the 
smallest detail, and yet, on account of the ex- 
acting criticism of King Ludwig, it is never 
jaced upon the stage. He has lost none of 
uis amiability for artists. and when a scene- 
painter or actor has specially pleased him he 
rewards him with gifts of unusual valuc.

One of Them Accused of Taking: Out His 
Own Money and Advising His Rela- 
tives and Friends to Do the Same. 


The suspension of the Broadway Savings 
Bank struck the city this morning likea flash 
of lightning. The Board ot Directors held a 
long meeting last night, and shortly before 12 
o’clock they resolved that the doors should 
not be opened at the usual hour to-day. No- 
tices to that effect were written o1t and handed 
to the morning papers; consequently the 
people mostly interested got the bad news be- 
fore breaktast this morning. There had not 
been an intimation in the general business 
community that the bank was in a failing con- 
dition. 
along commanded a good price. It was sup- 
posed that there was no sater monetary insti- 
tutioninthecity. Its affairs were always re- 
ported to be managed with economy and 
thrift and the list of depositors was quiteex- 
tensive. The bank was atarted in 1866, the 
capital stock ,being originally $300,000, but 
was ufterwards reduced to $150,0V0 paid up. 
It bas done a prosperous business and, ot lata, 
has veen the depository of the School Fund, 
Mr. J. Philip Krieger, Jr., being the Treasurer 
of the School] Board. 

The officers ot the Broadway Savings Bank
